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From Bad to Worse 


Two recent events in Altona have been magni- 
fied into an adverse judgment on Altona’s young 


people and Altona generally. 


The 


indeed bad and blameworthy. 


. By distorted and dramatised report- 
ing and publicity they have created a 


false impression of Altona. 

At the outset it can be affirmed that these 
happenings were not the kind we have reason to ex- 
pect from the youth of Altona. The police state that 
in the main the behaviour of Altona’s 


is all that can be desired, 


For this reason there are 
those who suppose that the 
offenders came from other dis- 
tricts. There is, however, no 
evidence of this. All those so 
far interviewed by the police 
are unfortunately local lads. 

It is conceivable that if the 
reporting of the first incident 
had been simply objective, the 
second more serious attack 
would not have happened. 


It could be that some youths 
having once been in the lme- 
light they or others sought a 
further share for themselves, 


The police are very indig- 
nant at the inaccuracy of re- 
ports in daily newspapers and 
the excess publicity given 
these unsavoury incidents. 
They go so far as to say that 
the reporting of Kevin San- 
ders and others is really incit- 
ing lads to other incidents. 
The youths think that pub- 
licity is “terrific and enjoy be- 
ing interviewed.” 


It is also pointed out that 
last Saturday night large 
brawls occurred at Avondale 
Heights and Fawkner-—they 
were not reported in the daily 
papers. An injured man being 
chased down a Broadmeadows 
street by another man brand- 
ishing a knife received no 
publicity. A shooting in 
another suburb rated only a 
very small paragraph. 


, Reports of “eight or nine 
cars carrying about 30 youths” 
and “he was being pushed, 
Kicked and struck with iron 
bars and pickets” were ex- 
aggerated and incorrect. No 
iron bars or pickets were used. 


As for the people being 
afraid to walk in the streets 
at night the police consider 
this amounts to “bunkum.” 
They asked who would be 
afraid to walk home among 
their own sons and the sons 
of neighbours? 


In the fight the other week 
one group of lads was fighting 
another group — innocent 
people were not involved. 


A policeman recently sta- 
tioned down here said this is 
one of the quietest districts 
he has worked in. 

He said the record book 
proves it. There is a much 
smaller proportion of crime 
in this district than other dis- 
tricts. 


Last Saturday  night’s 
“crime” consisted of three 
lads being cautioned for rid- 
ing push bikes at apprexi- 
mately 8 p.m. without lights. 
In the interest of their own 
safety they were advised ta 
walk home. 


Of a matter of concern is 
the number of police in Al- 
tona. Nominally five are sta- 

’ tioned in Altona, but frequent- 
ly they are not all in the area. 

Last week there were only 
two available (one was on 
Jeave, one attending driving 
school and another was work- 
ing at Footscray). On Monday 
of this week only three were

available, With a 40-hour week 
in operation the area can only, 
be controlled properly and 
efficiently when the station 
has its full staff of five. 
These events should never 
have happened. Every effort 
should be taken to avoid a 
tecurrence. While sensation 
loving publishers exist and un- 
til local police are maintained 
at a reasonable strength con- 
ditions are not favourable.

The so-called milk bar which was re- eyitl 
cently the focal point of trouble in Pier, Cultural Activities. 
Street, Altona, is apparently within the 
law and, even if they so desired, the 
police or Altona Council cannot close the 


business. 


There is an Interim Development Order on Pier 


Street which gives the Altona Council extra pow 
for controlling building activity and the use of build 
ings while the council is planning the development | 


and use of this area. 


A person seeking to open a 
shop in Pier Street, must, un- 
der this order, have full coun- 
cil consent. 

The milk bar in questién 
was opened after last summer. 
The owners applied and were 
issued with a permit to open 
a milk bar and cafe, 

After a while slot machines 
were installed in the shop. 

There is no regulation to 
stop these machines being put 
in any shop—be it the baker, 
butcher or milk bar. There 1s 
now not much visual evidence 
of milk bar activity. 

The police have given the 
matter serious consideration 
but are unable to close this 
apparent problem spot. 

Junior Councillors from 
four schools mentioned this 
milk bar at the meeting last 
Tuesday afternoon. Each one 
asked if it could be closed 
down, 

The Junior Councillors con- 
sider that “places such as fun 
parlours where gangs gather 
should be closed and police 
should be on duty during the 
day time at weekends and at 
night when trouble usually 
starts.”

It -may be said -that 
it is the parents’ duty to look 
after their children but it is 
my contention that it is the 
responsibility of the commun: 
ity as a whole to interest it- 
self in the affairs of its young 
citizens. 
I have personal knowledge 
of the efforts made by teen- 
agers to further leisure hours 
and indeed, the 
dances at the Youth Centre 
which: were such a success 
over a period of eight or nine 
months were run solely by 
the boys and girls, who are 
noe subjected to such hostil- 
Ye : 
The dances at the Youth 
Centre had to be abandoned 
because of OUTSIDE intér- 
ference and it was with the 
greatest reluctance on the part- 
of the young people of the 
club that owing to this owt- 
side interference a source of 
enjoyment had to be discon- 
tinued. Up to 150 boys and 
girls of the locality attended 
the dances on ‘a, Sunday night 
and the closing down of these 
dances left the young people 
at a completely loose end.

He suggested a State in- 
quiry into education and that 
the Ramsey Report on Bduca- 
tion be implemented. 

The teachers want the tri- 
bunal reformed so that the 
secondary teachers will always 
have their own representatives 
present when matters affect- 
ing them are under review. 

He would like to see the 
Politicians admit there is a 
crisis. More pressure must be 
applied to the politicians and 
if the people are to get out of 
this deep crisis a lot more 
planning is needed. .

He concluded by saying that 
a crisis continuing through- 
out a student’s schooling can 
effect him for the rest of his 
life. He said it is no good 
considering merely how bad 
the system is today. What

There is not a crisis. Jf a factory is short of 
hands it is not a crisis. Teachers’ wants are not a 
crisis but indicate difficulties and problems. 


There are difficulties and 
problems today but not-a 
state of crisis as stated by Mr. 
Conway. 

Mr. Reed said history shows 
a crisis can be created artifi- 
cally where one‘does not exist. 

Leaflets with some relevant 
statistics from official figures 
of the Education Department 
were distributed throughout 
the audience. 


Enrolment statistics showed 
a staggering increase over the 
last 15 years. However, Mr. 
Reed said the Department by 
noting birth statistics had pre- 
pared for this influx. But they 
did not allow for such a large 
number of pupils remaining 
longer at school. 

The number of new high 
schools has kept pace with 
the increased enrolment. But 
there are still accommodation 
problems, weaknesses in de- 
Sign of new schools and inade- 
quate staff accommodation—- 
problems which the Depart- 
ment has not as yet overcome. 


Mr. Reed said years ago the 
staffing difficulties were fore- 
seen. It was realised recruit- 
ing for teachers would be 
from a low number of matricu- 
lation students which when 
trained would have to cope 
with a much increased enrol- 
ment of students, 

He said the question of limit- 
ing the intake into secondary 
schools by a quota system was 
raised. However, this was re- 
jected and the decision to cope 
with all students was decided. 
It meant more teachers had 
to be recruited. 

- The Department entered on 
a@ policy of expansion and to- 
day more than 99 per cent. of 
Victorian children are within 
daily travelling distance of a 
secondary school. The only ex- 
ceptions live in remote parts 


lof Gippsland and the north 


west part of the State. By in- 
creasing the number of 
schools, staff problems arose 
but the Department wanted 
to take all the children into 
secondary schools. 

Mr. Reed said he has been 
told of the difficulties of the 
teachers and he sympathisés: 
with them. He said he knows. 
their problems ‘and is sorry’ 
for them and wants ‘to im- 
prove teaching conditions. 

Commenting on the size of 
classes he said there is no 
such thing as a correct class. 


and methods. For some. pur-

He reiterated there are diffi- 
culties and there are problems 
but some progress is being 
made.

Mr. Reed commented that 
his children and the Director

On the subject of electronic 
aids Mr. Reed said it is very 
important that the young 
child contact the vigorous and 
mature mind of an adult.

In summing up Mr. Reed 
said he was not'standing be- 
fore the audience and saying 
he is satisfied with secondary 
education in+ Victoria today— 
there are many weaknesses, 
classes are too large, shortage 
of qualified teachers, and de- 
ficiencies in buildings. He 
said he agreed with some of 
the remarks of both Mr. Con- 
;way and Mr. Schoenheimer, 


Mr. Reed said what people 
fail to realise is what the De- 
partment has achieved—he 
said they fail to realise the 
magnitude of the problem and 
the progressive improvement 
shown by statistics. nN 

The Department needs more 
money and could spend double 
its present allocation. But also 
heeded are better roads, rail 
services, better facilities all 
round. If the people want all 
these things they must be pre- 
pared to pay by extra taxa- 
tion. 


It is no good just saying 
more’ money is needed if the 
people are not prepared to 
put their hands in their poc- 
kets and provide the money. 

He said Education is imypor- 
tant to all and nobody in the 
Department will rest until 
education in Victoria is satis- 
factory. 


He concluded by saying he is 
“proud to be a member of a 
Department with such a rec- 
ord of achievement in the 
face of difficulty over the last 
15 years—if this is a state of 
crisis thank God I am partly

In reply to Mr. Roberts he 
said he was self-employed and 
did not have a licence to op- 
erate. He just goes around 
:and solicits the traders for 
business. The double barralied 
shotgun produced in Court 
was in his car, the other single 
‘barrel was brought down by 
;his friends. He said he had 
seven clients in the area and 
was standing in the area that 
night for about 13 hours. He 
wore no uniform and nothing 
to show he was a night watch- 
man, but after two years in 
the area thought the local 
boys knew who he was. He 
examined his client's shops, 
plus other shops nearby. He 
stayed there so long mainly 
, because of a particular car 
. that had been hanging around 
every night. He could not re- 
member if he gave the num- 
ber of the car to police, but 
does do so occasionally. Asked 
‘if he stayed there to show the 
‘mob, he replied, “After two 
years I know most of the boys 
in the area and they khow me. 
At no stage has anything 
ever happened before.” It was 
incorrect that he was calling 
out to the boys.

Com- 
pany of Australia Ltd. and the 
first of its type in Australia

Shell’s Geelong Refinery and 
their Newport Installation this 
month. 

The 34mile pipeline is be- 
lieved to be the longest heavy 
oil line in the world which 
operates without intermediate 
heating stations. 

The pipeline is insulated 
throughout its length by two 
inches of polyurethane foam 
which enables it to transport 
heavy oils such as bunker 
fuel at temperatures up to 175 
deg. Fahrenheit. 

These high temperatures 
are needed to keep the heavy, 
viscous oils flowing freely. 

The grades of the heavy 
(black) oils from the various 
refinery storage tanks are 
pumped through a large hea- 
ter to the main line pumps 
which are variable speed re- 
ciprocation units: 

The insulating’ foam keeps 
it warm enough to complete 
its journey. 

The oil will flow 24 hours a 
day, currently at a pressure 
of 200 Ibs. per square inch

‘cently returned to Australia 


after 20 years of petroleum en- 
gineering around the world, 
described the pipeline as a 
major feat in pipeline engin- 
eering. 

Another unique feature .of 
the pipeline at Newport Instal- 
lation is the Ohmaht density 
gauge used to show change 
of product for diversion into 
various tanks. 

The gauge has a tiny radio- 
active source whose rays pass 
through the various oils to 
a meter which measures the 
strength of the rays to find 
the density of the oils. The 
information is transmitted to 
a@ nearby control room. 

The environs of the gauge 
are protected by a lead shield. 

The device is operated by 
licence from the Australian 
Atomic Energy Commission 
and complies with all health 
regulations.

of boys to the scene for him 
to identify. He identified 
others as being in the mob 
but the three defendants were 
the ones who harmed him. He 
had no marks to show and 
did not go to a doctor. After 
he washed the blood off he 
did not think it necessary. He 
could not remember what 
they were wearing, he just 
looked at their faces. 

When asked when Butler 
had assaulted himi he said he 
had made a mistake and it 
was Herbert that was leading 
them. He said Butler had 
punched him once. He denied 
being confused but admitted 
mistaking Butler. 

First Constable Sweetland, 
of the wireless patrol, said he 
went to Altona at 1.15 am. 
with other police and spoke 
to McKenna, who had severe 
abrasions to the face and 
hands. 

A car drove up with the 
three defendants in it and 
were asked to get out. The 
shotgun produced in Court 
was in the back of the car. 
There was cardboard over one 
of the number plates. Trem- 
bath said it was his car but 
he did not put the cardboard 
there, and Butler said he cid. 
Trembath said he picked the 
gun up from the footpath 
when the fight was on and 
intended to keep it. All three 
agreed they were involved in 
the fight. 

When interviewed at the 
police station all said they had 
been to a party at Truganina. 
Herbert went with some other 
boys and got out of their car 
at the station when he saw a 
number of boys there. He 
heard some remarks being 
made and then heard a shot- 
gun blast. There were two 
more blasts and saw some 
blokes rolling around. He saw 
Trembath run with a gun and 
throw it in his car, He went 
with him but drove back 
later, and police were there. 

Trembath told police he re- 
turned from the party with 
Butler and drove to Pier St. 
He saw a crowd fighting so he 
parked his car and went over 
and saw the gun on the 
ground. He picked it up and 
left, intending to keep it. 

Butler said he saw two 
men holding firearms, one of 
hem had a dust coat on, he 
didn’t know who they were. 
Trembath joined the crowd 
fighting and as he went to go 
over 2 man asked him where 
he was going and they threw 
a couple of punches at each 
other. He then heard a shot- 
gun blast and ran to the car, 
picked up a piece of card- 
board and put if on a num- 


‘}ber plate so they wouldn’t be 


caught. Herbert joined them 
with Trembath and they drove 
away. They returned to get 
his shirt he had taken off 
and were picked up by police. 

Mr. Roberts said the press 
had given a lot.of publicity 
to this case which would 
make judgment more diffi- 
cult, 

He submitted only Trem- 
bath took the gun and the 
other two had nothing to do 
with it. He did not think Me- 
Kenna’s evidence was relialie 
about the assault and the only 
offensive behaviour: was But- 
ler who admitted throwing 
punches at a man on the way 
to the fight. His clients had 
only admitted being involved 
in the fight, not assaulting 
the witness. 


Mr. J. F. Kean, S.M., said 
there was no evidence about 
offensive behaviour, which 
Police withdrew. 

He considered the defend- 
ants had a case to answer on 
the other cnarges. He said 
he was satisfied beyond rea- 
sonable doubt that each of the 





defendants did assault the wit- 
ness. 

Mr. Roberts did not call the 
defendants, but called three 
character witnesses for each 
defendant. All of them are 
in steady jobs. 

Trembath admitted two 
previous convictions for offen- 
sive behaviour and indecent 
language. The other two had 
no convictions. 

Mr. Roberts, in his sumth- 
ing up on the question of 
penalty, said there was no ex- 
cuse for assault but the wit- 
ness with the shotgun had a 
two-way radio’and could have 
called the police for help much 
earlier. It might have been 
better if he had used the 
motto, “Discretion is the bet- 
ter part of valour.” Also the 
fact that the shotgun was pro- 
duced could have caused fear 
or anger.
